BRITISH MANHOOD 
TO BE REGISTERED 


Cabinet Has Virtually Agreed on 
This—May be Preliminary 
to Conscription 


(By F. A. McKenzie Through Bulle-

LONDON, June 2—It is under- 
stood the cabinet has virtually agreed 
to establish a national register of the 
country’s manhood, take stock of our 
available resources in men, ascertain 
how they may be distributed and 
how it is possible to use them bet- 
tor.

GEAMAN CONCERNS 
GOING INSOLVENT 


Alvo Von Alvensleben Companies 
Are Wound up Because of 
Cash Shortage 


| By Bulletin Leased Wire. 


VANCOUVER, June 2—Many Ger- 


man companies. some of which have 


for many years operated in British 


| Columbia, are going out of business. 


and after making huge losses, One 
of the Alvensleben concerns which 
had two years ago paid eight hund- 
red thousand dollars in cash on a 
timber deal which in all was to am- 
ount to two and a half millions, has 
gone out of business and defaulted in 
payments so that the lands will re- 
vert to the original Canadian owners. 

Today the Hardy Bay Lands com- 
pany, another Alvensleben concern, 
was wound up. Serious complaint 
that it had defrauded the public was 
made. It sold lands at Hardy Bay 
on Vancouver Island at thirty dol- 
lars an acre which were purchased 
from the government at five dollars 
and even this five dollars was never 
paid, so that many purchasers from 
the company are now unable to get 


title. Alvo Von Alvengleben, who is 
now in Seattle, is a German baron. 
He jis credited with having in nis 


pocket an appointment to the lieu- 
tenant governorship of British Col- 
umbia—if, and when, the Germans 
lick the British, In Vancouver the 
belief is that Alvensleben has a rath-

If the gas franchise is ratified 
gas cannot be bought in Edmon- 
ton during the next twenty years 
at less than 27 cents for domestic 
purposes, and 15 cents for manu- 
facturing purposes, Unless gas at 
27 cents is materially cheaper than 
coal, or unless gas at 15 cents 
would be an inducement to manu- 
facturing concerns, neither the 
house-holder nor the city would 
stand to gain anything by fixing 
these as the prices of gas in Ed- 
monton for the next twenty years, 


A correspondent of a Conserva- 
tive paper cables from London 
that Sir Richard MeBride has fail- 
ed to raise the money for the con- 
struction of the Pacific and Great 
Eastern railway.

Sir,—This clause ja supposed to 
give the city the right at the end of 
twenty years o purchase the com- 
pany's assets, There is no doubt 
trom the wording that the elt, can 
purchase all the company’s plant 
situate in the city—ip pes, ete. Pipes 
are very useful for conveying the gas, 
but what use are they if the city can- 
not buy the jwells and other assets 
outside the city? What means the 
clause about this? It says that the 
city may bu euch of the hlant outside; 
of the city as is used to pupply con- 
sumers within the city, und inis with- 
out the consent of the company. 
Very well. Then, if the company is 
not jpaying its way, the city would 
not wish to buy. Before the city 
would jwish to acquire the property 
the company would have to be making 
a fair profit. in which case the com- 
pany would not ibe likely to want to 
sell, Suppose, then, that ithe ity 
intimated its intention to pur enase 
the concern, the company could ura, 
to this clause and say “according to 
Clause 11 you cannot purchase wit... 
out our consent any plant and ssets 
outside the city that (is used 10 zuup y 
our consumers outside the city, and 
we have no plant that is not used to. 
supply these outside consumers,” 

The wart of the clause giving the 

company this power reads thus: “But, 
not without the consent of the com- 
pany any assets, works or mlant usd 
by the company in supplying gas io 
consumers outside the limits of the 
eltx.“ 
* ‘the iposition would thus be that the 
city could ſouy the mains in the c.ty 
but jwould have to ask the compan: 
to sell its gas in bulk, and the price 
for same would, of course, be iix J Sy 
the company. 

The gas agreement is supposed to 
grant a 20 years’ franchise, ‘Yo ak 
intents and purposes it is a p+ petual 
franchise if the foregoing argiumon, 
sound, So tong as this claus“ re- 
maing in its present form I shall re.

PROHIBITION FIGURES, 


Editor Bulletin. 

Sir,—-In view of the statistics cir- 
culated through the city by the ad- 
dress of J. di. Osborne, kt might be 
well, still further, to consider statistics, 
The result of prohibition can, per- 
haps, ibe tested in no better way than 
to consider the number of homes 
owned debt free. and thus the pros- 
perity of these states can be judged, 
In the nine jprohtbition states in 1910, 
homes owned free 73.6 per cent.; in 
near-prohibition states more than 71 
per cent. are free from debt, while in 
the partially license states only 62 
per cent. of the homes are debt free, 
and in the license states only 68 per 
cent. are debt free, 

Governor Cruce,of Oklahoma, saye: 
“Since the closing of saloons the 
banks ‘have more money, the stores 
are selling more gods, ren! estate is 
worth more and the whole state is 
more prosperous,” 

Governor ‘Burke, Nonth Dakota, 
says: “Under iprohibiton, the people of 
this state are better fed, better cloth- 
ed. better schooled and are heiter 
oltlzens.““ 

Regarding crime, astatistica show 
Where the law has been strictly en- 
forced in prohibition states, the num- 
ber of prisoners per 109,000 popula- 
tion Was 95.0. A stin more signifi- 
cant showing is made by states which 
have been under prohibition ten years 
or more, for the average number of 
prisoners per 100,000 population is 
84.4, while the license states for the 
same (population show 130.3. Pro- 
liquor ndvocates gay that Kansas has a 
larger number of state prisoners in 
proportion to the population than cer- 
tain license | states, The statistics 
used iby these people are taken from 
the Federal reports, which include all 
the Federal prisoners in the ‘prison at 
Lavenworth, to which criminals from 
numerous western states are sent. 


Also, there is no capital punishment inf 


Kansas, and ‘the lawe send a man to 
the penitentiary for etealing any- 
thing. ‘ 

The Federal census of 1910 in the 
prohibition states show the ratio per 
100,000 population of paupers in alms- 
houses to he 46,5 and in the license 
states the ratio is 127.7, which shows 
such a vast difference, it ts of signifi-

CAIRO, via London, June 2.-—(10.35 
p.m.)—The following official commu- 
nication concerning the operations 
against the Dardanelles was made 
public today: 

“During the first of June close hand 
to hand fighting occurred on our nor- 
thern front, At. the northern section 
of our position two saps of the enemy 
were rushed by our men with the In- 
tention of filling them in, but a heavy 
bombing checked the work und one 
party had to fall back, The other par- 
ty still holds on to its position be- 
tween our firing Une and that of the 
enemy. 

“This action necessitated heavy ur- 


tillery support. to which the enemy 
replied vigorously regardless of ex- 
oense. Throughout this fighting the 


enemy again lost heavily. 

"On the southern sector the Turks 
made repeated attacks dwing the 
night of June 1-2 against the French 
right and twice re-occupied a fort 
captured May 29. On both occasions 
the enemy was driven out and the 
new French front remuins intact.

Got His Start to Championship as a Dance Hall Bouncer When Only 


16 Years Old—His First 


Fight Was in 1007 dt Marysville, 


Cal., When He Went 20 Rounds to a Draw With Joe Thomas— 
Later, at Colma, Ketchell Knocked Out Thomas in the 32nd Round 


The: following sketch of the 
Stanley Ketchell, at one time middle- 
weight champion of the world, will 
Drove interesting to ‘Edmontonians: 

Ketcheli landed in (Butte early in 
1903, and having soon spent his sav- 
ings, got a Job as a waiter in u cheap 
restaurant. His nights he spent in 
the dance hall ‘where his prowess as a 
289 was first publicly demonstrat- 
ed. 

Stanley Ketchell, as he soon came 
to call himself, was highly successful 
as a dance hall bouncer, Frequently 
the entertainment at the hall was va- 
ried by ring bouts on the dance hall 
floor between ‘Ketchell and other con- 
didates for pugilistic glory. Although 
the 16-year-old lad often fought full- 
grown men, he was uniformly victor- 
jous. He had never had a boxing les- 
son. ‘but he had a natural style of 
fighting all his own that early earned 
for him the mickname of The Human 
Buzz-Saw.” His reputation was great- 
ly increased by his defeat of two pro- 
fesslona la, Kid Track and (Mose La 
Fontise. The latter was a clever box- 
er of long experience, whose stunt 
was to travel about the west, working 
nt odd jobs and pretending to be a 
rank novice at the fighting game, un- 
til he could get a magch with some 
local favorite, Mose“ Wand then met 
his bankroll on himself, and clean us. 
In Butte, the “ringer” was offered a 
maten with young Ketchell, and on 
that occasion Mose got dhe surprise 
party of his life. For a time his su- 
perior ekill baffled Ketchell. but the 
latter absorbed all ithe (punishment 
Mose could give and then knocked 
him out dn the 24th round,

had no intention of taking up fighting 
as a profession, and he soon returned 
to the ranch. For months he remain- 
ed on the range. until the dure of the 
gay lights attracted him to Miles City.

Ris 
tragic death in 1910. Ketchel was 
assassinated by Walter Dipley ac Con- 
way.

CITY UNABLE T 
SECURE MEN TO Do 
NECESSARY WORK 


That the unemployment situation 
in Ramonton, while it may be exist- 
ant. is not Vitally serious, is indicat- 
ed by a aommunication sent to the 
city commissioners by City nein ++ 
Latornel, In this he states that 4 
impossible for the city to Keep up the 
relief work gangs owing to the fact 
that there are not enough men re- 
quiring the work. Evidently “there 
are few men in the city so badly in 
need of assistance that work for food 
and shelter appeals to them. 

The city engineer writes as fol- 
lows: 

“In connection with the work now 
being carried bn by means of the re- 
lief men, the number of men being 
supplied to the gangs is inaufficient 
to ennble us to carry on the work 
with any degree of efficiency what- 
ever, This has been the condition for 
some time past, but as we had sev- 
eral jobs opened up, we thought that 
we would endeavor to finish them up 
and afterwards amiulgamate the 
gungs so as to make one gung suf- 


ficiently large for use. We find, 
however, that the number of men 
ihat have been supptled lately did 


not even enable us to finish the few 
joba already opened up. 

“LT took this matter up with the 
Welfare board last week and drew 
their attention to the impossibility of 
continuing in this way and asked 
them to furnish us with enough men 
to finish the jobs, when we would 
close down all the gangs if necessary. 
The board tried to do this, but con- 
ditions are worse today. For inst- 
ance, on Saturday, one gang had four 
men, the second had two men and 
one time-keeper, the third had two 
men and one time-keeper and the 
fourth gang had three men and one 
time-keeper. One of our ſobs on 
Kinnaird street is opened up and is 
liable to cave in carrying the curb 
with it. We therefore Have had to 
secure men from the waterworks de- 
partment to finish it up. Either we 
must secure more men or close out 
the gangs altogether. although you 
may need one gang as a relief men- 
sure.“
